RESPONSE TO RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT 



In a restriction requirement dated March 19, 1996, the Examiner required 
restriction under 35 U.S.C. § 121 between the claims of: Group I, claims 1-8, drawn 
to compositions comprising a mixture of an enzyme possessing 3'-5' exonuclease 
activity and a DNA polymerase having less 3'-5' exonuclease activity than said 
enzyme, classified in Class 435, subclass 194; and Group II, claims 9-16, drawn to 
methods of synthesizing a polynucleotide, classified in Class 536, subclass 22.1. 

Applicants provisionally elect, with traverse, to prosecute Group I, claims 1-8, 
drawn to compositions comprising a mixture of an enzyme possessing 3-5' 
exonuclease activity and a DNA polymerase having less 3-5' exonuclease activity 
than said enzyme, classified in Class 435, subclass 194.
